Wash 
until the head is clean, using enough soap to 
make a good suds, then rinse with clear water, 
and wipe with a towel. When it is dry, rub 
a little pomade or vaseline into the roots to 
supply the oil that was removed by washing. 
It is not necessary to oil the hair at any other 
time. 

After the hair is clean, keep it so by pro- 
tecting it with a dusting cap when sweeping, 
taking up ashes, and other work of that kind. 
Brush it every night to remove the dust of 
the day, dividing it into two parts and letting 
half of it fall over each shoulder. It should 
be allowed to float loosely an hour or two 
every day if possible, so that the air may cir- 
culate freely through it. Dissolve one ounce 
each of gum camphor and borax in a quart 
of water, and appiy it to the rootsof the hair 
once or twice a week, with a soft sponge
